AINUA1L  MEETIIG. 


The  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  in  the 
Library  Room,  on  Friday  evening,  January  10th,  1873. 

The  President  being  absent  from  the  city,  T.  B.  Swearingen,  Vice- 
President,  took  the  chair  and  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  Secretary  being  absent,  on  motion,  Beverly  Jones  was  chosen 
Secretary  pro  tem . 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  last  meeting  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Annual  ReportB  of  the  President,  Librarian  and  Treasurer,  were 
read  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

Dr.  W.  D.  McGowan  offered  the  following  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution,  viz.: 

1st.  Strike  out  Sec.  1,  Article  IX. 

2d.  Amend  Sec.  3,  same  Article,  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  “  The 
Board  of  Directors  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  Association,  to  be 
held  between  the  1st  and  10th  of  January  of  each  year,  for  the  election  of 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  receiving  the  Annual  Reports,  and 
quarterly  thereafter,  for  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  be 
presented.” 

The  amendment  was  approved. 

Dr.  McGowan  also  moved  to  amend  the  Constitution  so  as  to  provide 
for  the  election  of  all  the  officers  annually. 

After  some  debate,  the  motion  was  lost. 

A  letter  from  Malcolm  Hay,  Esq.,  President  elect,  was  read  by  the 
Secretary.  [See  Appendix.] 

After  which,  on  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned.

ANNUAL  11MM. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Young  Mens  Mercantile  Library  and 

Mechanics  Institute  of  Pittsburgh : 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  the  twenty-fifth 
Annual  Report,  your  Board  of  Directors  regret  that  they 
are  unable  to  report  any  very  marked  progress  in  the 
Institution  during  the  past  year,  such  as  we  had  hoped  to 
have  congratulated  you  upon  this  evening;  and  yet  we 
think  our  record  a  fair  one,  and  one  that  need  not  dis¬ 
courage  us  in  the  least  degree. 

There  have  been  many  reasons  for  this  apparent  decline 
from  the  previous  year,  to  which  it  may  not  be  out  of  place 
to  briefly  allude.  The  unusual  monetary  stringency  of 
the  last  year  has  affected  us  very  materially ;  much  more 
than  many  would  suppose.  The  great  political  excitement 
attending  the  late  Presidential  campaign  has  also  worked 
to  our  injury,  as  the  newspapers  of  the  day  became  more 
attractive  and  furnished  the  main  reading  of  the  great 
majority  of  the  male  population,  whose  minds  are  thereby 
diverted  from  the  reading  of  books,  and,  as  a  necessary 
consequence,  the  interest  of  many  who  were  members  in 
the  Library  was  weakened,  and  in  a  number  of  cases  their 
connection  with  it  ceased.  These  and  other  causes  have 
resulted  in  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  total  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  and  in  the  circulation  of  books,  for  the  particulars  of

which  you  are  referred  to  the  Report  of  the  Librarian,  and 
the  accompanying  documents.  The  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  is  largely  in  excess  of 
any  previous  year,  with  one  exception  (1866),  and  nearly 
twice  as  great  as  in  1871.  The  additions  number  1,371 
volumes,  making  the  total  number  now  in  the  Library 
12,344  volumes. 

BRITISH  AND  AMERICAN  PATENT  OFFICE  REPORTS. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  last  Annual  Report  to  the 
unsuccessful  effort  that  had  been  made  to  secure  the  very 
valuable  publications  of  the  British  Patent  Office.  Further 
correspondence  was  had  on  the  subject,  but  two  copies  of 
these  reports  having  already  been  awarded  to  this  State, 
consequently  no  further  gift  could  be  made.  The  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  Patent  Office,  however,  donated  a  series 
of  the  publications  of  that  office,  containing  the  indices  and 
other  matter  relating  to  British  patents,  which  have  been 
received,  and  all  the  future  publications  of  this  class  will 
be  forwarded  to  us  as  published. 

The  Association  is  indebted  to  Henry  Holdship,  Esq., 
for  these  valuable  documents,  through  whose  exertions 
they  have  been  obtained. 

Your  Board  of  Directors  have  also  authorized  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  weekly  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Patent  Office, 
containing  the  drawings  and  specifications  of  all  patents 
issued,  and  which  will  be  a  very  valuable  acquisition  to 
the  Library.  They  are  furnished  to  us  for  the  cost  of 
binding  only,  upon  the  condition  that  they  are  to  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  public  free  of  charge. 

“  FORTIFICATION  FUND.” 

In  January  last  the  Trustees  of  the  fund  raised  for  the 
fortification  of  the  city  during  the  late  war,  having  an  un¬ 
expended  balance  of  several  thousand  dollars  in  their 
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hands,  divided  the  same  among  the  various  charitable  and 
other  public  institutions  of  the  city,  and  donated  to  this 
Institution  a  moiety  thereof,  amounting  to  $778.98,  which 
sum  has  been  expended  in  the  erection  of  new  alcoves  in 
the  Library  room. 

BREWER  ALCOVE. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  event  in  the  year  has  been 
the  organization  of  the  “  Brewer  Alcove,”  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  its  founder,  the  late  Ebenezer 
Brewer,  Esq.  The  sum  of  nearly  $2,000  has  just  been 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  this  alcove.  The 
selection  has  been  most  carefully  made,  and  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  wishes  of  our  benefactor,  and  includes 
many  costly  and  valuable  works  found  in  but  few  private 
libraries.  No  book  of  a  light  or  ephemeral  character  has 
been  purchased,  but  those  only  that  are  of  standard  and 
permanent  value,  and  calculated  to  attract  to  our  Library 
the  writer,  the  thinker  and  the  scholar.  The  whole  col¬ 
lection  will  be  ready  for  the  use  of  the  members  in  a  few 
days. 

The  remainder  of  the  bequest  ($3,000),  of  which  $2,750 
have  already  been  received,  will  be  permanently  invested, 
and  the  income  applied  to  the  increase  of  this  alcove  in 
perpetuity.  It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  others  will 
follow  the  noble  example  of  Mr.  Brewer  by  founding 
similar  alcoves,  and  by  their  generosity  soon  make  the 
Mercantile  Library  of  Pittsburgh  an  institution  commen¬ 
surate  with  the  wealth  and  importance  of  the  city. 

OTHER  DEPARTMENTS. 

In  addition  to  the  purchases  for  the  Brewer  Alcove,  the 
other  departments  of  the  Library  have  been  enriched  by 
the  addition  of  five  hundred  volumes  in  all  branches  of 
science  and  literature,  including  many  valuable  works  on 
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technology,  especially  adapted  to  the  wants  of  artisans  in 
all  the  various  pursuits  which  have  made  Pittsburgh  one 
of  the  great  industrial  centres  of  the  country. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  this  department  of  the 
Library  be  made  as  full  and  complete  as  possible,  and  that 
it  be  made  especially  rich  in  works  treating  of  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  science  to  the  arts  and  trades.  Your  Board 
regret  that,  owing  to  their  narrow  means,  they  have  been 
restricted  in  the  purchase  of  this  class  of  books,  which  are 
mainly  of  an  expensive  character.  It  has  been  proven  by 
long  experience,  that  no  advertisement  for  members  equals 
that  of  supplying  their  wants.  The  constant  addition  of 
new  books  of  every  kind  is  essential  to  the  progress  and 
well  being,  not  only,  but  to  the  very  life  of  the  Institution. 
Some  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  that  we  have  not 
kept  the  Library  more  fully  supplied  with  new  books,  and 
some  members  have  even  separated  from  us  because  they 
could  not  always  obtain  the  books  they  wanted.  This, 
we  think,  was  expecting  too  much  from  our  limited  resour¬ 
ces.  It  is  simply  impossible,  with  our  numbers,  to  pay 
all  our  expenses  and  add  every  new  publication  that  the 
varied  tastes  of  our  members  require.  If  such  persons 
would  urge  their  friends  to  become  associated  with  us,  and 
thus  strengthen  our  hands,  we  would  soon  be  able  to 
respond  to  any  reasonable  demand  for  new  books. 

LECTURES. 

Your  attention  is  also  directed  to  the  Report  of  the 
Lecture  Committee  for  the  years  1871-72,  which,  as  in 
former  years,  is  very  gratifying^  and  reflects  much  credit 
upon  the  gentlemen  composing  the  Committee,  who  have 
spent  much  time  and  labor  to  achieve  their  eminent  suc¬ 
cess.  The  net  results  of  the  course  are  $2,540.28,  which 
has  been  a  very  welcome  addition  to  our  income,  and 
without  which  your  Board  would  have  been  unable  to  add 
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a  single  book  to  our  shelves,  independent  of  the  Brewer 
Alcove.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  accorded  to  this 
Committee,  who  have  often  times  at  great  personal  incon¬ 
venience  and  sacrifice,  done  so  much  for  the  welfare  and 
prosperity  of  the  Institution. 

FINANCE. 

Your  attention  is  also  directed  to  the  Report  of  the 
Treasurer,  giving  an  exhibit  of  the  financial  condition*  of 
the  Association  for  the  past  year. 

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  very  full  Report  of  the 
Librarian,  in  reference  to  books,  circulation,  membership, 
&c.,  to  which  brief  allusion  has  already  been  made.  There 
has  been  a  loss  in  the  number  of  members  of  48  from  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  volumes  drawn  from  the 
Library  for  home  reading  during  1872  was  28,770.  This 
exhibits  a  considerable  decrease  from  1871,  when  the  cir¬ 
culation  was  31,017  volumes.  It,  however,  was  an  ex¬ 
ceptional  year,  and  there  were  reasons  to  account  for  this 
falling  off  which  have  already  been  stated.  The  character 
of  the  circulation  has  comprised  all  classes  of  books,  but, 
as  heretofore,  in  our  Library,  and,  we  believe  in  all  public 
1  Libraries,  popular  works  and  fiction  have  composed  about 
three-fifths  of  the  whole  number.  It  has  been  the  aim  of 
the  officers  of  the  Institution  to  gently  control,  and,  if  pos¬ 
sible,  curb  this  morbid  taste  for  romance,  first,  by  restrict¬ 
ing  the  purchases  of  such  books  within  as  narrow  limits  as 
a  due  regard. for  the  interests  of  the  Association  would 
allow,  and  secondly,  by  urging  upon  our  younger  members, 
particularly,  the  greater  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the 
reading  of  history,  biography,  travels,  &c.  In  many  cases 
we  are  happy  to  say  our  efforts  have  been  successful.  No 
force,  however,  can  compel  people  to  read  the  books  which, 
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in  the  judgment  of  others,  they  should  read.  On  this 
point  they  act  for  themselves.  No  Library  can  go  further, 
and  at  the  same  time  flourish,  than  to  prohibit  the  use  of 
such  books  as  have  an  immoral  tendency.  The  responsi¬ 
bility  of  a  proper  selection  of  reading  by  the  young  must 
rest  with  those  who  have  the  immediate  charge  of  their 
moral  culture  and  intellectual  formation.  Probably  one 
reason  why  the  circulation  of  fiction  so  greatly  exceeds 
that  of  other  classes  of  books,  may  be  because  many  of  our 
members  have  collections  of  good  standard  authors  at  their 
homes,  and  rely  upon  the  Library  only  for  such  books  as 
they  do  not  care  to  own. 

Nevertheless  we  do  not  think  that  the  department  of 
fiction  merits  the  wholesale  condemnation  that  some  are 
inclined  to  give  it.  It  often  creates  a  taste  for  reading 
where  that  taste  would  never  be  acquired  without  such 
books.  It  is  a  potent  means  of  diffusing  new  doctrines 
aud  new  thoughts,  and  often  affords  the  overworked  and 
careworn  man  or  woman  the  only  solace  and  comfort 
within  their  reach.  We  would  only  object  to  the  excessive 
and  indiscriminate  reading  of  that  class  of  books. 

THE  CLAIMS  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

A  Public  Library  has  special  claims  as  an  Educational 
Institution  to  the  moral  and  material  support  of  the  com¬ 
munity  in  which  it  is  located.  The  School,  the  College, 
the  University,  are  but  the  first  stages  in  education.  They 
but  prepare  the  young  man  or  young  woman  to  acquire 
from  books  the  various  knowledge  which  books  contain. 
The  Library  places  the  books  within  their  reach,  and 
enables  them  to  carry  on  their  education  to  practical 
results. 

But  a  Library  does  more  than  merely  provide  for  the 
intellectual  growth  of  the  people.  It  exerts  a  highly  moral 
influence,  not  only  as  a  necessary  incident  of  education, 
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bat  by  rescuing  the  evenings  of  our  young  men  from  the 
haunts  of  dissipation  and  vice  that  surround  and  allure 
them  from  the  path  of  rectitude.  To  the  thoughtful  and 
philanthropic  portion  of  our  citizens  who  have  heretofore 
neglected  to  assist  in  the  support  and  building  up  of  our 
Institution,  we  present  these  views ;  and  we  solicit  their 
co-operation  in  the  noble  work  of  securing  to  Pittsburgh  a 
Library  that  shall  correspond  with  the  wealth  and  popu¬ 
lation  of  our  city. 

CONCLUSION. 

A  quarter  of  a  century  has  passed  since  this  Association 
was  organized  by  a  few  young  men,  whose  love  of  literature 
and  desire  to  promote  the  welfare  of  others  prompted  them 
to  undertake  the  task.  A  few  of  the  earliest  members  are 
still  enrolled  among  its  members ;  many  have  long  since 
passed  away  from  our  midst,  and  are  sleeping  the  sleep  that 
knows  no  waking;  while  others  withdrew  their  energies 
from  what  to  them  appeared  a  hopeless  task — the  building 
up  of  a  Public  Library  in  Pittsburgh. 

To  those  who  are  still  living,  and  who  have  stood  by 
the  Institution,  in  office  and  out  of  office,  and  under  all 
adverse  circumstances,  it  must  be  a  subject  of  just  pride 
to  view  its  present  prosperity  and  bright  prospects  for  the 
future.  They  have  their  reward  in  the  assurance  that 
not  only  this  generation  but  those  who  shall  come  after 
us,  will  reap  the  benefits  of  their  devotion  to  our  honored 
Institution. 

In  concluding  this  brief  report,  your  Board  desire  to 
express  their  appreciation  of  the  unwearied  interest  and 
faithful  performance  of  ail  the  duties  devolving  upon 
him,  of  our  accomplished  Librarian,  Geo.  E.  Appleton^ 
Esq.,  and  their  thanks  to  his  corps  of  assistants,  for  their 
prompt  co-operation  with  him  in  promoting  the  best 
interests  of  the  Association. 
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In  resigning  the  charge  you  placed  in  their  hands  one 
year  ago,  your  Board  do  so  with  the  hope  that  in  the 
hands  of  their  successors,  whom  we  have  met  to  install 
this  evening,  the  Mercantile  Library  Association  may 
enter  upon  a  greater  degree  of  prosperity  than  it  has  ever 
yet  known,  and  prove  an  Institution  in  every  way  worthy 
of  the  great  city  in  which  it  is  located.

LETTER  FROM  MALCOLM  HAY,  ESQ 

Pittsburgh,  January  4th,  1873. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Young  Mens 

Mercantile  Library  and  Mechanics  Institute  •' 

The  faithful  discharge  of  duties  of  a  public  nature,  un¬ 
dertaken  some  time  ago,  requires  me  to  be  present  in  Phil¬ 
adelphia  on  the  day  fixed  for  our  Annual  Meeting,  the 
10th  inst.  Deprived,  therefore,  of  the  pleasure  of  personal 
attendance  at  the  first  meeting  after  your  kindness  had 
designated  me  to  take  the  duties  of  my  present  position 
in  the  Library  Association,  I  trust  it  may  not  be 
thought  inappropriate  to  make  this  communication  in  ap¬ 
preciation  of  your  action,  and  to  express  the  hope  that 
this  year,  and  every  year,  there  may  be1  renewed  and 
hearty  efforts  by  every  one  who  believes  a  Public  Library 
a  useful  Institution,  honorable  and  advantageous  to  the 
city,  to  increase  the  number  of  our  members,  to  add  to 
the  capacity  and  the  attractions  of  the  Library,  and  to 
provide  means  to  place  it  on  a  proper  and  more  permanent  i 
foundation. 

The  preparation  of  the  Report  of  the  operations  of  the 
Library^  for  the  past  year,  by  my  predecessor,  relieves  me 
of  that  duty  at  this  time  ;  and  I  have  only  to  invite  you 
to  an  examination  of  that  report  and  to  a  more  thorough 
appreciation  of  the  advantages  which,  as  it  shows,  are 
here  afforded.  It  is  here  proper  for  me  to  express  my  re¬ 
gret  that  Mr.  Howard’s  resignation  before  the  expiration 
of  his  official  term  and  his  removal  from  town,  has  de¬ 
prived  the  Association  of  his  active  work  and  counsel  in 
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the  Board,  and  has  resulted  in  his  place  being  occupied 
by  one  whose  every  effort  could  hardly  make  his  services 
so  useful  or  so  acceptable. 

The  facilities  afforded  by  the  Library  for  the  attain, 
ment  of  knowledge,  and  for  the  formation  of  useful  and 
cultivated  habits  of  mind  and  body,  are  many  and  great ; 
and  I  am  sure  that  you  share  with  me  the  hope  that  its 
usefulness  may  be  greatly  increased,  and  its  benefits 
eventually  extended  to  all  the  citizens  of  that  busy  com¬ 
munity  in  which  our  little  germ  of  an  ultimate  great  pub¬ 
lic  good  is  planted.  The  Library  has  had  its  benefactors. 
One  memorial  Alcove  already  exists  ;  a  monument  more 
lasting  and  pure  than  the  finest  stone,  of  the  wisdom  and 
philanthropy  of  Ebenezer  Brewer.  His  beneficence  also 
extended  to  the  future  wants  of  his  Foundation,  and  pro¬ 
vided  means  for  the  perpetual  renewal  of  its  needs.  It  is 
not  too  much  to  hope  that  the  same  good  influences  and 
wise  judgment  which  produced  this  good,  will  induce  oth¬ 
ers,  able  like  him,  to  benefit  their  city  and  their  poorer 
fellows,  by  further  benefactions. 

During  the  period  when  the  Library  must  be  mainly 
sustained  by  the  payments  made  by  its  members  for  the 
use  of  its  privileges,  they  especially  should  steadily  and 
cordially,  help  and  sustain  it;  but  the  time  I  hope  will 
soon  come  when  it  will  be  truly  public,  free  to  all  who 
choose  to  partake  of  its  streams  of  knowledge;  when  there 
may  be  known,  in  a  community  so  devoted  as  our  own  to 
a  practical  use  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  a  Library  rich  and 
complete  on  all  the  subjects  which  concern  any  interest  of 
the  place  or  time,  absolutely  free  to  the  use  of  every  work¬ 
er  and  thinker,  whose  hand  or  mind  is  busy  with  the 
things  which  have  made  Pittsburgh  pre-eminently  great 
in  practical  results.

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Auticle  XII  — Members . 

Sec.  X.  Any  person,  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Bonrd  of  Directors, 
may  become  an  active  member  on  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  Con¬ 
stitution. 

Sec.  II.  Each  member  shall  pay  the  sum  of  fi  ur  dollars  a-  nually  in  advance, 
which  will  entitle  him  or  her  to  all  the  benefits  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  III.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  for  life  by  paying  the  sum  of 
fiity  dollars. 

Sec.  IV.  Any  member  who  shall  have  refused  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for 
one  year,  shall,  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  forfeit  his  membership  ; 
but  he  shall  not  thereby  be  exonerated  from  the  payment  of  his  arrears. 

Sec.  Y.  Honorary  or  corresponding  members  may  be  elected  by  the  Board 
of  Directors,  who  shall  report  such  election  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Sec.  YI.  Any  member  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Association  must  in¬ 
form  the  Librarian  of  it,  and  sec  that  his  resignation  is  registered. 

■  Sec.  VII.  No  resignation  of  membership  will  be  accepted  until  all  dues 
shall  have  been  paid. 


REGULATION  S . 


IN  RELATION  TO  THE  DETENTION  OF  BOOKS. 

1.  Each  member  of  the  Association  may  withdraw  one  volume^  or  a  set,  not 
exceeding  two  volumes,  if  octavo,  or  three  volumes  if  of  less  size  than  octavo, 
and  retain  ihe  same  two  weeks,  with  the  privilege  of  renewing  for  one  week 
longer.  A  volume  of  a  periodical  shall  be  considered  a  complete  work. 

2.  New  books,  until  they  have  been  in  the  Library  three  months,  shall  not 
bo  detained  longer  than  one  week,  and  hall  not  be  renewed. 

3.  A  fine  of  ten  cents  per  week  shall  be  exacted  for  the  detention  of  every 
book  beyond  the  limited  time  ;  and  if  a  book  be  not  returned  within  three 
months,  it  shall  be  deemed  lost,  and  the  borrower  shall,  in  addition  to  his  fines, 
forfeit  its  value. 

4.  Should  any  book  be  returned  injured,  or  marked  with  pencil  or  otherwise, 
the  borrower  shall  pay  for  the  injury,  or  replace  the  book,  as  the  Library  Com 
mittee  may  direct;  and  if  one  or  more  books  belonging  to  a  set  or  sets  be  lost, 
the  borrower  shall  pay  the  full  value  of  the  set  or  sets,  and  may  take  the  re¬ 
maining  volumes. 

5.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  receive  a  book  from  the  library  until 
he  shall  have  paid  all  sums  due  from  him  to  the  Association  ;  and  no  book  or 
set  of  books  shall  be  reserved  by  the  Librarian  for  either  a  member  or  officer. 

No  Reference  Book  is  to  be  taken  from  the  Library.
